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The future of the Republican Party lies 
in convincing the common man that the 
GOP is his party and that the govern­ 
ment bureaucrat is a common enemy, 
Kansas City attorney John Cozad told a 
GOP gathering Friday night. 
Cozad addressed about 65 Republicans 
and party leaders after a Dutch treat ral­ 
ly sponsored by the Pettis County 
Pachyderms Club at Bothwell Hotel. 
Cozad said the Republican Party is on 
the “ bottom of the political heap and has 
been for a long time,” and said its failure 
has been a lack of imagination and 
nerve. 
“ Republicans need a lever to move the 
world, and that lever is at hand. It’s the 
simple ambition and patriotism of the 
average American worker,” he said. 
Cozad said the common working man 
and the Democratic Party are at odds on 
almost every important issue; Taxes, 
busing, ecology, 
national defense, 
welfare reform and even patriotism. 
What the Republicans have to do is make 
the Democrats see that, he said. 


“ If that’s the case, why does the work­ 
ing man still vote Democratic*? Because 
40 years ago, he gave of much of his life 
for little pay, and the unions fought for 
him. The Republican Party fought the 
unions, and we have never lived it 
down.’’he said. 


Cozad told the group the largest single 
item of inflation in the last 15 years has 
been government taxes, and said nearly 
40 per cent of the average worker’s 
salary is “ taken” before he even sees it, 
“ Why’’ 
Because the liberals and 
elitists who control the heart and soul of 
the Democratic Party hold the common 
man in contempt, and don’t want him to 
be free to choose. He won’t do with his 
time and money what they w’ant him to, 
so they take his cash and dispose of it for 
him in social programs for the less for­ 
tunate.” he said. 
The attorney, who poked fun at himself 
for “ liking” statistics, said that out of 
more than 2,000 U.S. counties, those 
ranking first and third in highest per 
capita income were both suburbs of 
Washington. 
D C 
Residents there 
average 70 per cent greater salaries than 
average citizens, and get that money 
from taxpayers, he said 
“ Altogether too much money ends up 
there.” he declared. A man driving 
through those bedroom communities ... 
knows he is the serf and they are his 
masters.” 


Cozad called the GOP the “ stupid par­ 
ty.” for allowing itself to be the whipping 
boy for the Democrats for 40 years. He

Dutch police continue 
search for millionaire 


AMSTERDAM, The Netherlands (AP) 
- Frustrated Dutch police pressed their 
nationwide search Saturday for kidnaped 
Dutch multimillionaire Maurits 
Caransa, but officials said their leads 
were drying up. 
More than 30 detectives checked out 
scores of telephone tips from the public, 
but a spokesman said all had so far 
proved worthless 
Police also said there had been 
numerous calls demanding ransoms 
ranging from $20,000 to SIO million, but 
that none was being taken seriously. 
Security checks were tightened on the 
West German and Belgian borders. 
Police said they were treating the ab­ 
duction Friday of the 61-year-old Caran­ 
sa as a criminal case, despite claims 
telephoned to Dutch newspapers that the 
West German Red Army Faction was 
responsible. 
Premier Joop den Uyl said Friday it 
was not certain whether the Caransa kid­ 
naping was the work of organized crime 
or was politically motivated. 
The Red Army Faction claimed 
responsibility for the kidnap-slaying of 
West German industrialist Hanns-Martin 
Schleyer, the latest in a string of terrorist 
attacks in West Germany 


While Schleyer was alive, in­ 
vestigators at one point believed he and 
his captors may have been in Holland. A 
German suspect in the kidnaping, Knut 


Folkerts, identified as a Red Army 
member, was apprehended in this 
country. 
One anonymous. German-speaking 
caller told a newspaper Friday . “ We are 
the Red Army Faction. We have Caran­ 
sa. You will hear from us.” 
A second 
man, speaking Dutch, 
demanded release of Folkerts. who also 
faces charges in the slaying of a Dutch 
policeman, and the abdication of Queen 
Juliana. 
Caransa was forced into a car by about 
five persons as he left the a club in 
.Amsterdam at about 1;15 a.m. after 
playing bridge. 
Police cordoned off the Caransa villa 
at Vinkeveen, south of .Amsterdam, 
where he lived with his wife. 
A spokesman for the Caransa family 
said it had refused a police request to tap 
their telephones, claiming they want to 
be in a position to receive incoming calls 
from the kidnapers. 


Born in 
Holland of a poor 
Jewish-Portuguese family, Caransa was 
imprisoned by the Nazis during World 
War II. His parents and two of his 
brothers died in Nazi concentration 
camps. 


After the war, he began amassing his 
fortune by trading in surplus U.S. army 
equipment, most of it trucks and clo­ 
thing.

Air pirates 
murder two 


SINGAPORE? (AP) — Four hijackers 
armed with a pistol and knives seized a 
Vietnamese airliner Saturday and killed 
two crewmen before forcing the DC3 to 
land here where they appealed for 
political asylum, officials reported. 
They said the government, which does 
not have diplomatic lies with Communist 
Vietnam, was considering the hijackers’ 
request 
Nguyen Van 
La, 
pilot of the 
comandeered craft, 
told a 
news 
conference the hijackers took over the 
plane while it was on a domestic flight 
from Saigon to Phu Quoc island west of 
Saigon 
He said there were 34 
Vietnamese 
passengers aboard. 
Including the hijackers, and six crew 
members 
The flight mechanic and radio operator 
were shot to death by the hijackers, La 
said, and a steward was knifed and 
severely wounded 
La said the hijackers may ha''e had 
some support aboard the plane, a twin- 
englne. propeller-driven craft. “ Some 
passengers who talked to the hijackers 
appeared to be in agreement with their 
actions,” he said 


There was no official comment from 
Saigon or Hanoi but the hijacking was 
sure to further strain relations between 
Vietnam and Singapore. 


A Singapore government statement 
said. 'An inquiry will be held to deter­ 
mine the facts which will then be pro­ 
cessed in accordance with international 
laws and conventions governing such 
matters ” 
Government officials said the 
hijackers, reportedly armed with a pistol 
and three knives, were being held at the 
Seletar military air base where the DCS 
landed and the other pasengers and crew 
were taken into Seletar 
The hijackers had ordered the plane to 
land at Thailand’s Utapao airfield to 
refuel before flying about 1.000 miles 
south to Singapore on the southern tip of 
the Malay peninsula Thai authorities 
reportedly refused a request for asylum 
at Utapao. an air base used by U S 
war planes during the Vietnam war 
The plane was allowed to land at 
Selalar when the pilot radioed he was 
running out of fuel 


Singapore authorities first removed 
the wounded steward and the passengers 
and crew disembarked after the hi­ 
jackers surrendered 


La told reporters the hijackers took 
over 15 minutes after the plane left 
Saigon “ A hijacker held a pitsol at my 
neck while another held a knife at my co­ 
pilot, Mai Ban Bay.” La said 


Senate indication 
Key energy tax 
is 'negotiable' 


W.ASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate in­ 
dicated Saturday that it still considers 
President Carter's key energy tax a mat­ 
ter for negotiation, and voted to retain an 
existing tax break for millions of drivers. 
By a 47-30 vote the Senate rejected a 
Republican effort to put the chamber on 
record in opposition to the crude-oil tax 
recommended by Carter. That was aim­ 
ed at making it more difficult for a con­ 
ference committee to write a final 
energy bill that contains the tax. 
That vote did not 
represent 
endorsement of the tax. which is design­ 
ed to force fuel conservation by increas­ 
ing prices. But it improved chances that 
Congress will pass an energy-tax bill this 
year, and that it will include the crude-oil 
tax. 
The Senate also: 
-Rejected. 65 to 12. an effort to repeal 
the federal income-tax deduction allowed 
for state and local ga.soline taxes. If the 
deduction -were wiped out. as 
recommended by Carter and the House 
of Representatives, it would amount to 
an average S34-per-year tax increase for 
18.6 million couples or individuals who 
itemize deductions 


Approved a new tax reduction of up 
to $150 a year for the next five years for 
persons who heat their homes with oil. 
This provision, costing as much as S7.5 
billion over the five years, is aimed at 
offsetting the disproportionate burden 
Itiat would fall on users of home-heating 
oil if Carter's crude oil tax becomes law. 


The full credit would be allowed only 
those families with incomes under 


SI5.000 with reduced benefits for those 
earning more. 
After all but giving up hope of a final 
vote Saturday on the package of energy 
tax incentives, 
the Senate delayed 
consideration of Carter’s tax on 
fuel-wasting cars, probably until 
Monday. 
Senate Democratic Leader Robert C. 
Byrd, saying he doubts Congress will be 
able to complete work on energy before 
Nov 22. agreed with Carter that the 
President would be wise to delay his 
foreign trip until the bill is finished. 
Carter earlier had suggested such a 
delay 
The energy-tax bill being considered 
by the Senate is far different from the 
one proposed by Carter and approved in 
modified form by the House 
Carter 
would use a series of taxes to force 
energy conservation; the Senate bill, 
written by its Finance Committee, would 
rely instead on billions of dollars worth of 
tax incentives, mainly for businesses 
But if all goes as planned by Russell B 
Long, chairman of the Senate Finane 
Committee, Congress will end up with a 
bill that contains some cf Carter's taxes, 
some of the Senate’s incentives for 
business to switch from oil or gas to coal, 
and perhaps some new lax breaks that 
would entice the oil industry to increase 
production 
It was with that scheme in mind, ap­ 
parently. that the Senate refu.sed Satur­ 
day to deny Long the flexibility of 
negotiating about the crude-oil tax when 
Senate and House conferees work out a 
final tax bill. 
Soviet Union — 
60 years under communist rule 


MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet Union marks 60 years of com­ 
munism this week secure in its status as a superpower but far 
from realizing the dreams of the Bolshevik revolution. 


Despite — or perhaps because of — its military might, the 
U S S R lags behind the West and even some East European 
countries in such critical areas as industry, agriculture, 
science and technology. 
In many ways it is a developing country, lacking many of 


the facilities common to smaller industrial nations and anx­ 
ious to obtain Western products and plants 


On the political side, the Kremlin often uses heavy-handed 
tactics to suppress dissent. 


But these problems and practices will not be the focus of 
the anniversary observance. Instead the aging leadership in 
the Kremlin will stress the positive in observances 
culminating with the traditional parade in Red Square Nov. 
7. 
The Soviets are expected to continue playing down the 
military display in the parade in line with their policy of call­ 
ing for an end to the arms race and a decrease in military 
spending. 


Western diplomats acknowledge there have been genuine 
achievements in recent years. But they often remark on the 
contrast between the reality of Soviet life and the picture 
drawn by the official media. 


“ In foreign affairs, the most significant development since 
the 50th anniversary has been the accommodation reached 
with the United States,” said one senior envoy, referring to 
detente and the Strategic Arms Limitation Treaty. 
“ At home, living standards have improved slightly. Life is 
more open than it was. But you do not have the dynamic na­ 
tion the revolution envisioned. Just the opposite. It’s im­ 


mobile. frozen, resistant to any change” 
The mobs that stormed the Winter Palace in St. Petersburg 
— now Leningrad — in 1917 set in motion the transformation 
of a mass of backward peasants into a world power roughly 
equal in military strength to the United States. 


Soviet President Leonid I. Brezhnev boasted recently there 
was hardly a corner of the globe that was outside Soviet in­ 
terest and influence. He and his Kremlin colleagues believe 


in the triumph of communism as inevitable everywhere. 
But the schism with China continues, most regimes in East 
Europe remain subservient to the Kremlin simply out of fear 
of open intervention, and the Communist parties in Western 
Europe are demonstrating increasingly that Moscow-style 
Marxism-Leninism is not for them 
The revolution also held out the promise of a classless 
society where no one would want for the necessities of life 
because the state would own, plan and manage the economy. 
Embassy in USSR more cautious 


MOSCOW (AP) — U.S. sources say the 
American Embassy here has adopted a 
more cautious approach to contacts with 
Soviet dissidents following Soviet 
newspaper criticism of embassy ac­ 
tivities and the arrest of several 
dissidents who had U.S. connections. 
The sources claimed the embassy is 
not “ retreating” from dissident contacts, 
and they said reports to the Carter ad­ 
ministration on dissident affairs have not 
been impaired. 
But a number of dissidents have ex­ 
pressed alarm at the embassy’s action, 
which one Russian termed a “ clear ap­ 
peasement” of Soviet authorities. The 
dissidents insist the embassy is receiving 
much less information about their ac­ 
tivities because U.S. diplomats now cir­ 
culate less freely among them 


Dissidents also said they had felt 
somewhat secure because of contacts 
with the embassy. Rightly or wrongly, 
they believed that if they were weli 
known to an .American diplomat the 
Carter administration might intercede if 
they were arrested. Now, the dissidents 
complain, it is difficult for them to come 
to Know a diplomat well. 
A leading Jewish activist in Moscow, 
Vladimir Slepak, said in an interview 
that the embassy’s new approach “ is ad­ 
vantageous only for the KGB (secret 
police) and Soviet authorities. They see 
they can make the Americans play their 
game.” 
U.S. sources said the new policy was 
endorsed by Ambassador Malcolm Toon 
and has been evolving gradually since 
March, when the Soviet government 


newspaper Izvestia accused three em­ 
bassy staff members of actively 
cultivating contacts with dissidents. 
Izvestia claimed the dissidents were 
being used as spies and anti-Soviet 
agitators by the U.S. Central Intelligence 
Agency, a charge the embassy denied. 


“ The embassy policy now is simply a 
result of the new circumstances,” one 
American said. “ We would have kept 
doing things as we had if the Soviets 
hadn’t started tossing people into jail and 
the Soviet newspapers hadn’t started 
writing all about these contacts and 
naming names in the embassy.” 


Now, according to this source, a trip by 
an embassy officer to a dissident’s apart­ 
ment requires cli^ance from an em­ 
bassy superior. 


The only area where centralized planning works is arms 
production, and then it is at the expense of consumer goods 
While the Soviet system shields citizens from the 
unemployment and inflation that plague industrialized na­ 
tions, its performance has been less than brilliant when 
measured by official promises to become No I economically, 


The Soviet gross national product for 1976 was $3,300 a 
person, not quite on the level of Greece or Spain, while the 
U S figure was $7,936. The Soviet growth rate 'is about 
average compared with other industrialized nations 
The Soviet Union produces more oil. coal, steel and cement 
than the United States and is second only to South .Africa in 
the production of gold. Yet little of this wealth filters down to 
the consumer 
In the current five-year plan, 31 per cent of all investment 
has been allocated to agriculture, but by Western standards 
the U.S.S R. remains incapable of feeding its people, even in 
years of good harvests, .Meat shortages are a particular 
difficulty. 
Many Soviet citizens are not interested in such com­ 
parisons. They agree with the state-controlled newspapers 
that life is better than it was 60 years ago and even 10 years 
ago. 
But they expect conditions to keep improving They want 
better living conditions and a greater supply of consumer 
goods. 


The problem the Kremlin faces is that when it promises 
more, expectations rise When the performance falls short of 
promise, the leaders run the risk of popular dissatisfaction. 


Some analysts believe such dissatisfaction could lead to 
economic reforms at a future date, reforms that were 
vaguely discussed in the late 1950s and 1960s and then 
shelved

the Mississippi River. 
There won’t be any celebra­ 
tions marking the occasion but 
officials are quick to 
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acknowledge what the curving 
Arch has meant to the city. 
“ It has meant a new self- 


image for St. Louis, a focal 
point for pride, a symbol of 
progress,” said Warren E 
Trafton, executive director of 
the Convention and Visitors 
Bureau of Greater St Louis. 
“The Arch is a symbol of what 
the new St Lou ' can be by 
building on the pas», ” 
The past started 
•> 1935 


when St. Louisans appi^ '^ ed 
$7 5 million in bonds to begin 
work on the memorial to 
western expansion. 
Four 


years later the first buildings 
on the city’s cobblestoned 
riverfront were torn down in a 
40-block area to make room 
for it. 
That was under the ad­ 
ministration of Mayor Ber­ 
nard F Dickmann, one of the 
earliest and most vocal 
boosters of the idea. Thirty 
years later, he spoke at the 
dedication 
The Arch was designed by 


the late Eero Saarinen as a 
monument "which would have 
lasting significance” as a 
“ landmark of our time.” 
Since July 24, 1965, when it 


was officially dedicated, near­ 
ly 22 million persons have 
visited 
the Arch 
Of the 


world's manmade attractions, 
only L e n i n ’ s Tomb, 
Disneyland, and Disney World 
have drawn more. In the first 
nine months of 1977, the Arch 
has attracted 3,179,552 visitors 
compared with 2,898,676 for 
197Mfficiais said. 
Novelist James Michener 


called it “ one of the finest 
pieces of emotional art con­ 
structed in the United States 
in the last 100 years.” U.S. 
Sen Hubert H Humphrey was 
more succinct He simply call­ 
ed it America’s skyline to the

O.AKL.AND, Calif. (AP) - Like the 
memory of a nightmare, a bizarre story 
of mass kidnaping comes back to haunt 
the children of Chowchilla this week 
when they take the witness stand to 
testify against their confessed kidnapers. 
The three young men on trial — Fred 
Woods, 26; James Schoenfeld, 26, and 
Richard Schoenfeld, 24 — have pleaded 
guilty to one of this slate’s most extra­ 
ordinary crimes, the kidnaping of 26 
school children and their bus driver. 
But the three defendants insist they are 
innocent of the more serious charge of 
kidnaping with bodily harm. If found 
guilty of that charge, they could be 
sentenced to life in prison without 
possiblity of parole. On a simple kidnap­ 
ing conviction, they would be eligible for 
parole in seven years. 
It is an unusual case for a bodily harm 
charge — no one was shot or stabbed. But 
the prosecution will seek to prove a more 
subtle and terrifying form of injury — the 
effect that the memory of such an ordeal 
could have on the mind of a child. 


On the hot afternoon of July 15, 1976, 
the nation was stunned by news that 26 
children had vanished.

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Companies switch rather than fight gas crunch 


ED ITO RS' NOTE

dreds of companies, fearful of

15 oil-fired space heaters." 
But that was just a tem­ 
porary measure to get through 
last winter's bitter cold, and

Sweet still

searching for a reliable, inex­ 
pensive 
and 
perm anent 
replacement for natural gas. a 
declining resource. 
Federal officials estimate 
that natural gas provides 40 
per cent of all industrial heat

States, and hundreds, perhaps 
thousands of companies are in 
the process of switching to 
alternate 
fuels. 
There has 
been no survey to determine

some gas companies already 
have announced curtailment's 
for large 
industrial 
users. 
Numerous 
factories in the 
Midwest, where the crisis was 
most severe last winter, and 
elsewhere are being forced by 
necessity — and, in a few 
cases, government edict — to 
switch from natural gas to 
other fuels. 
The alternatives — all of 
which have drawbacks — are 
diverse, ranging from oil and 
coal to more esoteric fuels 
such as synthetic gas and gar­ 
bage, including corn husks 
and other agricultural wastes. 
Some firms even are drilling 
for their 
own 
supplies of 
natural gas. 
"In New York. Chicago, Los 
Angeles, the average person 
simply is not aware of the 
energy crisis,” said John E r ­ 
vin. manager of manufactur­ 
ing at International Harvester 
Co.'s vehicle-assembly plant 
in Springfield, Ohio. "Here, 
we're very aware." 
The plant, a ,30-acre com­ 
plex about 50 miles from Col­ 
umbus. turns out 2.30 buses 
and trucks daily, using 3,000 
employes on two'shifts. 
International Harvester has 
been told by the local utility 
that it will get no gas at all for 
heating the plant this winter. 
So. like several other large 
companies, it is searching for 
its own gas. 
Seventeen wells have been 
drilled in southeastern Ohio at 
a cost of S2.5 million, and the 
firm hopes to produce enough 
gas to keep its Springfield 
plant and three others running 
all winter. 
"The severity differs from 
point to point in the country," 
said Mike Petersen. Interna­ 
tional 
Harvester’s Chicago- 
based 
manager 
of energy 
operations. "But in Ohio, it’s 
the worst, .As a consequence, 
Ohio is on the leading edge of 
dealing with it.” 


Many in the state, which

"Energy is such a very

Allaire, corporate director for 
energy resources at Allied

ristown. N .J. "I report to the 
president of the company, and

Allied, like other chemical 
companies, 
can’t do much 
about shortages of gas and oil 
‘‘feedstocks’’

The conversion is expen­ 
sive. " It ’s not the kind of deci­ 
sion you make for economic 
reasons,’ said a Goodyear Tire 
& Rubber Co. official. 
Goodyear is spending $12 
million for coal-burning equip­ 
ment at a tire plant in Lawton, 
Okla.

Propane is the most com­ 
mon liquefied petroleum gas. 
It is about twice as expensive 
as natural gas, but can be 
stored at factory sites. 
While 
propane 
isn’t 
the 
long-term answer for most 
companies, many now have 
tanks of the fuel for winter use 
during natural gas shortages. 
The major problem with 
propane is that it is made from 
natural gas, and inventories 
are

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Better money for farmers foreseen 


WASHINGTON (AP) ~ The 
Agriculture Department ex­ 
pects prices that 
farmers 
receive for their crops and 
animals in the first quarter of 
1978 to climb by slightly more 
than 1 per cent above tlie level 
it expects during the current 
quarter. 
Then, 
in

April-June 
quarter, it expects a rise of 1.7 
per cent over the first quarter. 
But those fresh predictions 
this week from the Outlook 
and Situation Board are not 
wholly reassuring to farmers. 
That will come as no sur­ 
prise in the wake of two years 
of bumper grain harvests. 
For example,

quarter estimated level would 
be a recovery only to the July- 
September level this year and 
almost 6 per cent below the 
first three months of this year.

also would be about 6 per cent 


below a year earlier 
At

farmers have to pay out tor 
production expenses, food and 
normal living costs, 
The board made no estimate 
of what that would mean in 
terms of realized net-income 
rates for the first half of 1978 
except to say it would be “ well 
below” year-earlier levels.

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Craftsman breathes life into old St. Louis church 


ST LOUIS (.AP) - “ Father. 
I’m going to fix your doors 
Don’t worry, it won’t cost the 
church anything ” 
Those short sentences by 
Ben Fazio have meant new life 
for the Shrine of St Joseph, a 
134-year-old Catholic church 
that has been living under the 
potential threat of the wreck­ 
ing ball. 
The church, a huge, twin- 
towered German-Baroque 
structure, serves a near north 
side parish that through the 
years has turned into a 
wilderness of brick and rub­ 
ble Most of the families who 


attended mass there left long 
ago for the suburbs. 
The Rev. 
Edward S. 
Filipiac, the pastor, stayed 
with the diminished congrega­ 
tion Most of the time, the 
high-vaulted, ornate ceiling 
looked down upon empty 
pews; 
the windows were 
shuttered. There was talk that 
St Joseph’s was on the arch­ 
diocese demolition list. 
There were a few half­ 
hearted attempts to save the 
church, but the pastor admits 
that not much was done until 
that day not long ago when 
Fazio arrived and said he 


wanted to repair the massive 
and intricately carved wooden 
doors 
“ I took it all with a grain of 
salt,” the priest said. “ No one 
works for nothing like that. I 
thought But I let him talk. I 
didn’t think much about it un­ 
til he showed up with the 
materials to start work” 
Fazio was only doing what 
comes naturally’. .An accoun­ 
tant by profession, he is also a 
trained woodworker, who has 
helped to restore other old 
churches in St. Louis. One day 
he passed St. Joseph’s, saw 
the doors, their beautiful wood

rotted and covered with ugly 
paint, and went for his tools. 
Some are calling it the third 
miracle at the church. The 
first, the only 
Vatican- 
documented miracle in the 
Midwest, was said to have oc­ 
curred there in 1861 when a 
German factory worker with a 
severe chest wound kissed a 
relic of Peter Claver, a 17th 
Century missionary, and was 
healed 
Claver was later 
canonized in 1888. 
Then there was the cholera 
epidemic in 1866, when as 
many as 25 funerals a day 
were held in the church. A 
group of families promised to 
build a monument to St. 
Joseph if they were spared. 
They were, and they built 
what is now the church’s main 
altar, the “Altar of Answered 
Prayers” 
Finally, there's Fazio, who 


seldom talks about miracles. 
He prefers to discuss wood­ 
working and history, and, oc­ 
casionally, Bruno Meier, a 
German carpenter who work­ 
ed on many of the city’s chur­ 
ches over a century ago.

recent one is the 
Watergate. 
The Watergate isn’t really a 
gate except as it is considered 
a gateway to the Potomac 
River, It probably got its 
name from the old waterfront 
restaurant that used to be 
there. The Watergate is a huge 
apartment-hotel complex on 
Virginia Avenue which one 
passes on the way to the Ken­ 
nedy Center for the Perform­ 
ing Arts. But it is famous for 
other reasons. 
The Watergate scandal is no 
longer news. But the real 
Watergate will not go away 
unless it is devoured by ter­ 
mites or exploded by a bomb, 
because Watergate is a tourist 
attraction. It is not an im­ 
pressive skyscraper but a 
group of round buildings with 
white spikes on each terrace, 
which make it look like a 
big birthday cake whose only 
candles are the lights that 
shine inside the apartments. 
To stay in the Watergate or 
live there is a status symbol. 
Many Nixon Cabinet members 
lived there, and some in the 
Carter administration now do, 
and it is a convenient retire­ 
ment residence for political 
leaders and others who can af-

Singapore m akes strides 
in limiting family size

ly 10,000 women were steriliz­ 
ed in Singapore last y ear Du r­ 
ing the past sev en y ears, more 
than 47 .900 women hav e been 
sterilized, while 2,000 men 
hav e u ndergone v asectomy 
operations. 
Last y ear 12.900 women had 
abortions 
in 
gov ernm ent 
hospitals, where gov ernment 
doctors hav e performed 45,500 
abortions since 197 0. 
The Singapore Family Plan­ 
ning and Popu lation Board 
said most women cited “finan­ 
cial difficu lties’■ as the reason 
for 
seeking 
sterilization, 
which costs $2 in gov ernment 
hospitals 
An abortion costs 
abou t $4 
The board estim ated that 
more than 27 3.000 births were 
prev ented as a resu lt of abor­ 
tions. sterilization, u se of the 
pill and other contraceptiv es 
between the y ears 1966-7 5. 
The 
nu mber of working 
mothers last y ear sw elled to 44 
percent of the labor force, go­ 
ing u p from 21 percent in 1957 
Limiting the size of the 
family has become a compell­ 
ing necessity for the majority . 
The alternativ e is a heav y 
financial bu rden and great 
inconv enience 
More than 31 percent of the 
labor force of 835,000 earn less 
than 
$81 
m onthly , 
while 
another 42 percent earn less 
than $163, 
T h e 
g o v e r n m e n t 
discou rages large families by 
giv ing income tax concessions 
only 
for the 
first 
three 
children, 
imposing 
a 
stiff 
m aternity hospital charge of 
$20f) for the fou rth child, who 
gets no preierence in attend­ 
ing schools near his home, 
and giv ing low 
priority in 
hou sing to su ch families 
Now 
more 
than 
107 ,000 
women hav e started to plan 
their families to conform to 
the slogan, "Two is enou gh” 
Singapore has been v ery 
su ccessfu l in sharply redu cing 
Its birth rate from 4,7 percent 


in 1958 to 1.4 percent last y ear. 
The majority , or 7 6 percent, 
of the popu lation of 2.2 million 
is 
Chi nes e; 
15 pe rc e n t 
.Malay s; 7 percent from the In­ 
dian su bcontinent. 
The Chinese, who do not 
necessarily su bscribe to tradi­ 
tional moral considerations, 
hav e set the pace by keeping 
their families small. Su ch con­ 
siderations, on the other hand, 
may be discu ssed at length by 
some Indians. .Malay s and 
E u r a s i a n 
a nd 
C h i ne s e 
Catholics. 
Bu t they hav e to face reali­ 
ty “The more y ou hav e 'the 
less they get" is a slogan that 
cannot be easily ignored.

neu rosu rgeons are relu ctant 
to declare a person dead basec 
on cessation of brain fu nctions 
only . 


"To tu rn ou r backs on the 
500 plu s people in this state 
who hav e kidney disease is a 
terrible thing to do,” he said.

O ur survival on earth dem ands ne w values— Cousteau 


EDITO R'S NOTE: Jacques Cousteau, the noted trench 
underwater scientist, delivered an Involvement Day address 
in Boston earlier this year The following is excerpted from 
that address. 


By JACQUES COUS TEAU 


Twenty years ago I wanted to focus my attention per­ 
manently on the oceans. I was naively convinced that the 
oceans were teeming with life, rich in resources of all sorts. 
During long crossings on the Indian Ocean or the Atlantic, I 
spent many hours day and night looking through the Calyp­ 
so’s underwater observation chamber dreaming of Captain 
Nemo in the Nautilus. 
But soon I had to face the evidence . The blue w aters of the 
open ocean were mostly desert. Like the deserts on land, they 
were alive. But the live ingredient, plankton, like haze, was 
barely visible and very thinly spread. 
Then occasionally the sea churned into a feast at night. 
Close to shore, around reefs and wTecks, fish would gather in 
spectacular displays of beauty. Years of diving revealed the 
same situation at the ocean bottom, where endless deserts 
are spotted with rare but exuberant oases. 
Discovering these oases was my first step towards 
understanding that the ocean is in fact a very small world. 
Resources are at least as limited as those on the dry land; the 
ocean is extremely fragile and at our mercy. 


P’rom the sea, 1 learned too of the fragility of man, 
especially in the face of catastrophe. Constant changes, slow 
or abrupt, are likely to counter or destroy human projects 
when men are too proud to admit the probability of these 
changes. 
The overconfidence of 
technocrats 
was 
demonstrated to me once more last year when I was diving at 
the wreck of the S.S. Britannic, sister of the Titanic. She was 
sunk as a hospital ship by the Germans in 1916 in the Aegean 
Sea. You remember the Titanic was built to be the largest 
and the safest ship afloat. It was declared unsinkable by its 
builders. It went down during its first crossing. 
The Britannic was then under construction and, after the 
Titanic disaster, it was modified to be even more unsinkable. 
Yet she sank in the first year of her operation. 
How can we believe what we are told, that the nuclear 
enterprise, military or peaceful, could safely survive wars, 
revolutions, natural catastrophes, when the by-products are 
lethal for millions of years? When drums containing nuclear 
wastes are dumped in the sea with the blessing of govern­ 
ments, and already are gaping open, releasing their eternal 
poison in the ocean'’ When more than 200 tons of uranium 
have vanished during a ship transfer'’ When more than 2,000 
pounds of enriched nuclear uranium and plutonium cannot be 
accounted for in the United States alone? 
Ocean life has been assaulted by catastrophies of still 
another kind. In this area of the world you have been 


privileged not to know too many oil spills This year, the Argo 
Merchant has awakened your attention. But did you know 
that in 15 years there were 216 such accidents ail over the 
world*’ When you think about the causes of these oil spills, 
are you not frightened to see that greed is the primary 
reason'.’ And underlying the problem is the fact that today in­ 
dustries are allowed by governments to act as their own 
policemen. 
The sea has become the universal sewer where all 
pollutants end up and hide out as rainfalls wash the air on the 
continent. 
Our world is dangerously sick, but we have all the technical 
know-how to cure it. We know how to purify gases at the 
source and liquid effluents of cities and factories. We know 
how to recycle most raw materials and how to replace over­ 
fishing by aquaculture, We can protect wildlife and rare 
plants. We know how to spread communication faster for 
mass media and how to use publicity techniques for good pur­ 
poses. In other words, we have the technology to stop im­ 
mediately and even to reverse the extension of these 
damages. 
But these answers are on the technological level only. 
Much more important, and more complicated, are the 
economic and political levels. Here, the fight for survival 
calls for individual education, self-sacrifice, complete 
sociological and political revolution. 


The fight for survival also calls for a switch without delay 
from our concept of expansion in quantity to the concept of 
expansion in quality. 
It calls for a stable society of tomorrow where science and 
the arts would grow without necessarily expanding the 
economy, without necessarily using more energy or more 
material. 
I would like to give you an example of “ what might have 
been" in such a different society 
Three years ago, the Calypso was one of four ships par­ 
ticipating in an enormous and costly survey to determine the 
feasibility of a natural gas pipeline to extend from Tunisia 
across the sea to Sicily and on to Italy. Diving in saucers, we 
reached bottom at 800 feet There, by pure chance, in the 
middle of the Mediterranean, we fell upon the splendid, well 
preserved wreck of a Phoenician war ship, dating at least 
four or five centuries B.C Several merchant vessels from an­ 
tiquity have been found - but never a war ship. 
In the stable society of tomorrow, the pipeline would cer­ 
tainly have been abandoned to pursue our understanding of 
that ancient civilization But in our industrialized society of 
today, it was the fantastic archeological find that was aban­ 
doned in order to finish the survey so more gas could be 
burned in Sicily. So let us all become involved, and begin to 
turn to the civilization of tomorrow'.

The 125 invitations mailed 
recently 
by 
the 
Sedalia 
economic development office 
to executives of industries in 
the Kansas C ity 
area 
generated only one positive 
response. 
And that means that a 
Sedalia-sponsored 
promo­ 
tional dinner set for the Hilton 
Plaza Inn in Kansas City .Nov. 
15 probably will have to be 
scrapped, 
Jim 
Hamm, 
economic development direc­ 
tor, said this week. 
The object of the invitations 
was to acquaint manufac­ 
turers with Sedalia and what it 
can offer. Then came the 
Federal Power Commission’s 
ruling to utilities in Missouri 
not to accept new applications 
for natural gas hook-ups. 


Hamm doesn’t blame the 


almost invisible response sole­ 
ly on that ruling. But he and 
his assistant, Greg Cecil, do 
admit they will have to adjust 
their approach to prospective 
industries. 
“ It’s going to throw things 
off a bit in our targeted mail­ 
ing campaign,’’ said Cecil, 
referring to the program in 
which the city sends informa­ 
tional brochures to companies 
whose names are supplied by 
the State Division of Com­ 
merce and Industrial Develop­ 
ment. The agency secures 
these names by using a com­ 
puter to match the needs of in­ 
dustries with the resources of 
communities in the state. 


Hamm and Cecil may have 
to cancel a banquet, but they 
don’t plan on blacking out 
their plans to try drawing new 


firms here, 
particularly 
smaller companies that can 
complement larger manufac­ 
turers and further diversity 
the Sedalia industrial scene 
Hamm said with the energy 
situation being what it now is, 
most companies are assuming 
that what has happened in 
Missouri will probably be the 
rule, rather than the excep­ 
tion, in coming years across 
the country. 
“ They are coming to this 
conclusion...that their options 
are becoming more and more 
limited," Hamm said. “ What

Their restoration process 
takes at least 17 hours or each 
doll. The nine-step patented 
process is a secret only the 
Skidmores know. It is the 
result of lots of experimenta­ 
tion. 
“ Years ago we bought a doll 
and took it to a place to have it 
repaired." 
says 
Skidmore, 
who has a collection of about 
800 dolls of all types. They 
were dissatisfied with 
the 
results. 
Skidmore 
had 
refinished furniture and anti­ 
ques. so he decided to try his 
hand on an antique doll. 
“ We spent six or seven 
years just playing around, and 
no telling how much money. It 
was not an overnight thing,” 
he says. 
The 
Skidmores 
lived 
in 
Phoenix, Ariz.. at the time. 
They had a double garage and 
he used that as his laboratory. 
He bought more dolls to ex­ 
periment on. Soon the garage 
was full and dolls overflowed 
into the backyard. Fortunate­ 
ly, the couple had an 8-foot 
high redwood fence which hid 
all the dolls hanging from 
mulberry trees to dry. 
Finally, he hit on the right 
formula to make a doll look 
like new. All the neighbors 
with old dolls wanted the Skid­ 


mores to restore them, and if 
blossomed into a part-time 
business. 
“ We've been working with 
dolls for 14 or 15 years, off and 
on," Mrs. Skidmore says. The 
family moved to the Ozarks 
about six years ago. The doll 
hospital became a full-time, 
mail-order business about 18 
months ago. 


He is the doctor- he does all 
the repair and restoration. She 
does the art work-painting 
the lips, designing the dresses 
and fitting the wigs. And she 
does all the correspondence, 
answering every letter per­ 
sonally, usually the same day 
she receives it 
"You can’t send a form let­ 
ter when you’re working with 
dolls. I’ve got some beautiful 
letters and 1 cherish every one 
of 
them,” 
she says. 
The 
hospital has a mailing list of 
435. After an article about the 
hospital 
appeared in 
one 
publication 
last 
year, 
the 
hospital received 1,234 letters. 
“ I answered every one of 
them,” she says. 
What the Skidmores won’t 
answer 
is questions about 
their secret process The door 
to the workroom is curtained 
and a 
sign 
hangs there: 


“ Surgery in session. No ad­ 
mi t t a n c e p l e a s e . 
No 
exceptions” 
“ People are dying to get 
back in that workroom," Mrs. 
Skidmore says. One man of­ 
fered them $25,000 if they 
would 
teach 
him 
their 
formula. 
They won’t talk They want 
to save it for their children’s 
future Right now, even the 
children, Teresa Lynn, 16, and 
David Wayne, 11, don’t know 
the process. 
The Skidmores want people 
to know 
their dolls 
are 
restored. They get satisfaction 
by making customers happy 
with their craftsmanship. If 
they aren’t satisfied with the 
work, they’ll do it again, 
“ I’m our own best critic,” 
Mrs. Skidmore says. “ If they 
don’t make me happy, they 
won’t make 
the 
customer 
happy. 
“ These dolls have 
been 
handed down 
from 
one 
generation to the next. It’s a 
personal thing 
when 
you 
restore it. They are happy, 
and that makes you feel 
good,” Skidmore says. “ It’s 
nice to know you’re making a 
living for yourself and making 
someone happy while doing 
it.”

In summary, Cecil said of 
the changing energy picture, 
“ We’re just going to have to 
work with it...just

dustries themselves are going 
to have to operate with the 
situation being the way it is. 
We’re all going to just have to 
do the best we can under the 
circumstances.”

Lost a losing battle 
Hickman blasts Tigers 40-0

The roof fell in on the 
Smith-Cotton Tiger football 
team Friday night. 
The Tigers, going into the 
game, had struggled through 
a five-game losing streak. 
Still, at times the team had 
played well, probably well 
enough to win in at least two of 
those games. 
But Friday night the Colum­ 
bia Hickman Kewpies just 
plain “ blew 'em off the field.” 
Hickman rolled up 490 yards 
on offense, while holding the 
Tigers to 176 and walked off 
with a 40-0 win, 
But to really understand the 
magnitude of the defeat, one 
must realize that the Kewpies 
fumbled the ball away five 
times, threw one interception 
and were penalized eight 
times for 107 yards. And still 
Smith-Cotton couldn’t score or 
stop Hickman from scoring. 


The bottom line was 
Hickman’s ability to break the 
big play when they needed it. 
Of Hickman’s six touchdowns, 
only two came on plays cover­ 
ing less than 24 yards. 
The closest Smith-Cotton 
came to a big play was on the 
opening kick-off when Eddie 
Kitchen took the ball on the 


eight-yard bne and came 
within a shoestring tackle of 
going all the way. 
Kitchen was one of the few 
Tigers to have a good night. 
He returned five kicks for 103 
yards, caught two passes, had 
an interception and a fumble 
recovery, and at least three 
times made touchdown-saving 
plays on defense. 
But Hickman had too much 
firepower to be denied. 
On their first possession the 
Kewpies took over on their 36 
and marched for a touchdown 
in six plays, with junior 
fullback John Kenneson scor­ 
ing from the two-yard line. 
Hickman didn’t score again 
until early in the second 
quarter. 


Smith-Cotton was forced to 
punt from its 23-yard line. 
Kerry Hatton fielded the punt 
on the bounce at about his own 
40, broke up the middle and 
raced into the end zone un­ 
touched. 
Hatton’s extra point kick 
(he had four for the night to go 
with two touchdowns) made 
the score 14-0. 
Smith-Cotton made a bid to 
get back in the game on its 
next possession, the only scor­ 
ing threat for the Tigers all 
night. 


Kitchen returned the kick to 
the 34-yard line and from 
there the Tigers moved down 
to the Hickman 10, where they 
picked up a first-and-goal on 
an interference call. 
On the first play from the 
ten. Bo Poindexter couldn’t 
handle Keith Fletcher’s pitch. 
He recovered the ball at the 
12, 
On second down, Fletcher’s 
pass was intercepted by Steve 
Bell in the end zone to kill the 
threat. 
Hickman quickly got on the 
board again. 
A running play and a clipp­ 
ing penalty gave the Kewpies 
a second-and-15 at their own 
15. From there quarterback 
Harold Warren, who com­ 
pleted three of five passes for 
127 yards, found Hatton wide 
open at midfield. The pass was 
perfect and Hatton hauled it in 
for a 85-yard touchdown play. 
With just 47 seconds left in 
the half. Hickman tried an on- 
sides kick, and like almost 
everything else the Kewpies 
tried, it was successful. 
With the ball on S-C’s 42. 
Warren carried once to the 34, 
then threw an incomplete 
pass. On third-and-two, he 
completed a pass to Harlen 
Warren, who was tackled at 
the one. 


On the next play, and with 
just nine seconds left in the 
half, Floyd Brown dived 
across for the score. 
Feeling comfortable with a 
27-0 halftime lead, Hickman 
went with subs for most of the 
second half, only going to the 
regulars when the Tigers 
threatened to score. 


Early in the second half the 
Kewpies got another 
touchdown on an 85-yard 
reverse by Terrence Jones. It 
was the only time all night 
Jones touched the ball. Hatton 
kicked the extra point to make 
the score 34-0. 
The rest of the second half 
was a succession of turnovers, 
and Hickman’s final score 
didn’t come until just 31 
seconds were left in the 
season.

In the last of six excerpts from George Plimpton's book. 
' ‘One More July, ’ ’ Plimpton and ali-pro center Bill Curry put 
together the worst physical specimen in the \F L .

We’re on the last leg of the drive to Green Bay where Rill 
Curry heads for “ One More July” - training camp — in the 
waning period of,an all-pro career 
We’ve been talking along the way and today we're putting 
together a composite of the XH /s worst physical specimen 
— lifting parts from great athletes who had succeeded in the 
league despite physical limitations. 
“ Look at your old pal Alex Karras,” Curry is saying. “ The 
amazing thing about his great play as a Lion tackle was that 
he couldn’t see what he was doing ... worst pair of eyes in the 
NFL. He got to the quarterback by a sprt of touch system ” 
“ He refused to wear contact lenses,” 1 remember. “ He 
tried it once and didn’t like what he saw out there on the play­ 
ing field.” 
Curry laughs. “ Yes. you'd have to give Karras the vote for 
the worst eyes.” 
I tell Curry that Karras had once told me who had the worst 
breath in the NFL. 
“ The worst breath. It belonged to an Italian who played in 
the line for the Los Angeles Rams — Joe Scibelli. Karras said 
that for the first three years Scibelli relied cm- heavily on 
his bad breath until, of course, he developed into a great 
player. Then he didn't have to breathe on people that much.” 
"Karras told you that?” Curry asks. 
“ That’s right.” 
“ Well, I tell you who had the worst feet. Bubba Smith. The 
worst feet I ever saw in my life belonged to Bubba Smith 
They’re about twenty-three inches long and sort of conically- 
shaped. Remember those pointy-toed shoes that people wore 
years ago’’ Well, Bubba’s feet were made for those ... they'd 
just slide right in there. He has yellow- toenails that crumple 
under, and they’re all wrinkled and just horrid looking. Both 
feet are perfectly flat; he has no arch whatsoever He just 
stands flat on the floor.” 
"What about knees?” I ask. 
“ I guess Taz Anderson, who played for the St Louis Car­ 


dinals and the Falcons, really had the worst knees in captivi­ 
ty.” Curry says. “ He had ten knee operations; they'd taken 
so much out that the last time they went in they actually- 
found a metal clamp that somebody had left — one of the doc­ 
tors along the way.” 
“ What about thighs’’ " . 
Curry shifts in his seat. “ This is painful,” he says, “I've 
probably got the worst thighs of any NFL player. People 
meet me, ‘This is Bill Curry. He playitd center for the 
Baltimore Colts and the Green Bay Packers.’ They’re im­ 
pressed, But if 1 happen to have on shorts and they look at my 
legs, they get this real suspicious look. I just don't have big 
thighs. Never have.” 
‘■Do you know-the Ronald Searle caricatures?” 1 ask. “ The 
long, thin legs and the tanklike bodies on top’’” 
“ 1 hadn’t thought of myself quite that way, " Curry replies 
“ What about hips’’” 
“ Worst hips go to Don Shinnick," Curry says, “ Shinnick 
did not have any hips. He played linebacker for us on the 
Colts, He’s practically a composite bad body himself. Shin­ 
nick had the worst body in the history of the world. His lower 
stomach protruded; his chest had fallen early in life, his 
shoulders sloped down to these hairy arms that reached 
below- his knees. He not only had this bad body, but hell, he 
has a bad mind ... as witness that he’s now defensive coach 
for the Oakland Raiders. 
"But Shinnick does things like ... one day Gale Sayers of 
the Bears broke into the clear. He was running for a 
touchdown, and Shinnick was in his normal position: seated 
on his rear. He was looking downfield. like a man seated on a 
beach staring out to sea. In the game films you could see 
him; he raised his right hand very carefully and with his 
forefinger he fired at Sayer-^ all the way down the field like 
this; Bang: Bang! Bang! That actually happened. That 
Tuesday the coaches ran the film over and over, unbelieving. 
He missed, though. Sayers w-ent in for the touchdow n” 
I think that one over for a minute, then ask. “ Where are we 
on our composite’’ Shinnick has thrown me off,” 
‘•Is it stomachs'?” Curry suggests. 


"Stom a ch s!” I sa v. 


"Stomachs.” Curry reflects. “ Highly competitive area 
here, though when I came in the league in 1965 it was 
fashionable to have a flat stomach Vince Lombardi once 
said that he'd never seen a mean fat guy and certainly he 
wouldn’t tolerate any fat people on Ms team. On the Packers, 
Ron Kostelnik had a tendency to balloon up, and so did a 
guard named Dan Grimm, Before weigh-ins — and they’d get 
fined if they were overweight — they wouldn’t eat for two 
days and they’d step up on the scales, these troubled men 
with their eyes deep back in their heads, and afterward 
they'd spring for their lockers, where they’d wolf down a cou-

pie of apples they’d hidden back there — just leaning back 
and dropping them down their throats like pills.” 
Curry suddenly snaps his fingers, “ I know who’s got our 
stomach. John Williams! With the Colts and now with the 
Rams, It bellies u-acout' Oh, yes. Big protruding abdomen. 
But actually he had an excuse for it. He said it was due to a 
congenital defect he had in his back. The coaches would look 
at him and shake their heads and he’d say, ‘Coach, I ’m not 
overweight. I’m just sw ay-hacked!C urvy laughs. “ Great 
tootball player. .. but a very odd body.” 
“ What about the chest’’ “ I ask, “ That’s next.” 
"Shinnick again,” Curry says, “ He didn’t have a chest He 
had a breastbone, but no chest. He didn’t have a neck either 
We called him No-Neck. So he takes care of the entire upper 
torso of our composite,” 
“ What about a football mind’’” I ask. “ Who was splendidly 
deficient in that department’’ ” 


Curry thinks for a while and then says. “ Well, .Allen 
Jacobs, bless his heart, had great football ability but not 
much football sense He ended being traded from Green Bay 
to the New York Giants. He was a fullback, and very strong 
, built like Jimmy Taylor. Just a real po'werful kid, but he 
kept running into his own people and smashing them around. 
He studied his plays ail night long, but then he'd get 
flustered. 
•When Lombardi screamed at him. he’d get very uptight 
and he'd contract, and shrink, and w hat he'd learned w as just 
squeezed out of his head. He’d get the general idea, but then 
on a reverse play he’d run down his interference and step on 
.lerry Kramer or k'uzzy Thurston, his own offensive team­ 
mates. and knock them down and bowl them over; but then, 
because he had such a lot of talent, he'd run over a couple of 
linebackers and a saftdy. He’d come back to the huddle shak­ 
ing his head, and even Lombardi couldn’t jump on him It 
tickled Lombardi. He’d shake his head and remark that 
Jacobs would he considered his best offensive asset if he 
didn't destroy so many of the offensive platoon as he went 
along” 
I consider our composite “ That's an aw ful speciman we’ve 
put together” 
"But it’s worth mentioning.” Curry says, “ that you could 
send our composite out on the field 
Bubba’s feet. Ander­ 
son's knees, my thighs William’s stomach, Shinnick’s chest, 
and Scibelli’s bad breath. Karras’s eyesight, Jacob’s football 
sense and so forth, and yet you might have a helluva football 
player out there” 
“ So there is hope for us,” I say. 
-'What’s that’’” Curry asks. 
"I mean for those of us who are not perfect physical 
specimens,” 
Curry looks over and laughs “ Anyone interested in playing 
football who looks in the mirror and doesn't especially like 
what he’s looking at shouldn’t worry. After all. he might have 
really awesome bad breath to start work with There's 
always hope”

WASHINGTON — Bu ried in the Ju stice 
Dep artment's mu sty files is the story of a 
leak that might hav e p rev ented the 
Watergate break-in. 


The files rev eal that the State Dep art­ 
ment in 1970 began an inv estigation of a 
Washington 
Star 
story 
taken 
from 
classified d ocu ments. The story was 
traced to the celebrated leaker, Daniel 
Ellsberg. Bu t strangely , the case against 
him was d rop p ed . 


If Ellsberg had been p rosecu ted , it is 
u nlikely he wou ld hav e leaked the Penta­ 
gon Pap ers to The New York Times the 
following y ear. This was the leak that 
cau sed Richard Nix on, then ensconsed in 
the White Hou se, to form his notoriou s 
p lu mbers 


It was the White Hou se p lu mbers, of 
cou rse, 
who staged 
the 
Watergate 
break-in. Thu s, the gov ernment’s failu re 
to p rosecu te Ellsberg in 1970 began the 
chain of ev ents that led to Watergate 


To 
comp ou nd 
the 
irony , 
then- 
Und ersecretary of State Elliot Richard ­ 
son was linked to the 1970 Ellsberg leak. 
Richard son went on to become attorney 
general and then d ramatically resigned 
in p rotest against Nix on's hand ling of the 
Watergate inv estigation. 


Here are the fascinating d etails: The 
Washington Star story , rev ealing d ates 
and d etails from classified State Dep art­ 
ment cables, told in terms fav orable to 
Richard son how he was try ing to free a 
p ersecu ted Sou th Vietnamese assem­ 
bly man. 


The leak was traced to a tru sted 
Richard son aid e. Charles M. Cooke Jr., 
who slip p ed the d ocu ments to Daniel 
Ellsberg, who was then working in 
Richard son's office This came to the at­ 
tention of the Pentagon’s d ogged chief in­ 
v estigator, W Donald Stewart, d u ring 
one of many inv estigations of u s. 


"Du ring the cou rse of a series of Jack 
And erson leaks in Febru ary -May , 19 71,” 
Stewart rep orted in a memo, “ I came 
across Cooke's name 
.1 rev iewed his 
State Dep artment secu rity file and 


learned that he had been id entified as the 
p erson who allowed Daniel Ellsberg of 
the Rand Corp oration to rev iew highly 
classified information.” 


No d iscip linary action had been taken 
against Cooke for the secu rity breach. 
Thereafter, Stewart himself went to the 
Ju stice Dep artment. This resu lted in the 
criminal inv estigation. 


Cooke ad mitted u nd er intense q u es­ 
tions that he gav e Ellsberg access to the 
classified information and that Ellsberg 
u nd ou bted ly was resp onsible for the 
leak. 


“ I talked to Richard son immed iately 
and said . I'm p retty su re, 9 9 p er cent 
su re, that Ellsberg was the gu y who 
leaked the stu ff,”’ Cooke confessed to 
Ju stice Dep artment attorney s 


"What 
action was 
taken against 
Ellsoerg'’” d emand ed the attorney s. 


"It ju st sort of fell into limbo at the 
time.” he rep lied . "Nobod y d id any thing 
that I know of. Richard son, I know, had 
d iscu ssed the case with (then-Secretary 
of State William) Rogers a cou p le of 
times.” 


If Rogers and Richard son had not left 
the case in "limbo,” history p robably 
wou ld hav e been d ifferent. 


Footnote; Rogers told u s he had “no 
recollection” of any talks with Richard ­ 
son abou t the leak. If he had been in­ 
formed of the leak, he wou ld hav e re­ 
ferred it to the Ju stice Dep artment, he 
said Richard son’s memory was v agu e, 
too, bu t he said he was su re Cooke’s v er­ 
sion was correct Cooke confirmed the 
Ju stice Dep artment accou nt, say ing the 
Richard son-Rogers talk had occu rred 
"within a week” after the leak, Stewart, 
now retired , has ju st finished a book 
called "Leaks,” He is “almost su re,” he 
told u s, that the Pentagon Pap ers leak 
cou ld hav e been p rev ented if earlier ac­ 
tion had been taken against Ellsberg.

Very few d emand s are mad e on col­ 
lege stu d ents. They can cu t classes, 
sp end their d ay s in the stu d ent u nion and 
their ev enings listening to rock mu sic.”

There 
are no fraternities or sororities to 
d istract them. Social life is at a bare 
minimu m, teachers in grad e schools 
d on’t take any back talk from their 
stu d ents, and corp oral p u nishment is 
p ermitted .

All 
of them are p rep ared to come to grip s 
with it. p articu larly when a grad e school 
d ip loma will be the highest one that any 
stu d ent can receiv e.

“Bu t what abou t grad u ate school?” I 
asked . 


“Those who want to go on to grad u ate 
school cou ld enroll in kind ergarten.”

W.ASHINGTON - In the wake of Sou th

Viewed from the snu g 
towers of acad emia, or 
from the marble halls 
of Cap itol 
Hill, 
the 
Sou th African story is 
one thing. In this v iew, 
the 
closing of 
two 
newsp ap ers and the ar­ 
rest of 50 black lead ers 
was a bru tal, ru thless, 
totalitarian act — an 
ex ercise in racist ty ranny that cannot be 
ex cu sed or ex p lained . 


The v iew from Pretoria is something 
else entirely . In the v iew of the Vorster 
gov ernment, the jailed lead ers are 
rev olu tionaries, p u re and simp le, seek­ 
ing what rev olu tionaries alway s seek— 
the ov erthrow of established gov ern­ 
ment The arrested p ersons are p art of 
an ex ercise in black p olitical p ower, or­ 
chestrated from abroad , “aimed at the 
creation of a rev olu tionary climate, so 
that when the right moment came, the 
match cou ld be set to the fu se.” 


Giv en this conv iction in Pretoria, the 
gov ernment’s action may still strike u s 
as inex cu sable, bu t the action su rely was 
not inex p licable. It is p recisely the action 
the United States gov ernment wou ld take 
if it ev er were d etermined that rebellion 
and d omestic v iolence threatened ou r 
own p eace and tranq u illity . 


We ou ght to keep ou r thinking straight 
on these matters. We hav e ju st been 
throu gh the bicentennial observ ance of 
ou r own American Rev olu tion, and we 
tend to eq u ate the v ery word , 
revo lu tio n , 
with p atriots, and p owd ered wigs, and 
fou nd ing fathers. This is all v ery well, so 
far as it goes. When an armed assau lt 
against established gov ernment su c­ 
ceed s, the lead ers are ind eed p roclaimed 
as heroes, and we hang their p ortraits in 
ou r halls of honor. Bu t if the assau lt fails, 
the lead ers are known as rebels, and w'e 
d o not hang their p ortraits. We hang 
them It is all in one’s p oint of v iew. 


Whatev er may be said of the merits of 
the Bantu lead ers’ case, the p osition of 
the Vorster gov ernment su rely is not im­ 
p lau sible or irrational. 
And 
mov ­ 
ing away from the sp ecific ev ents of 10 
d ay s ago, there is mu ch to be said for the 
gov ernment’s p osition on this whole 
bu siness of black majority ru le in Sou th 
Africa. 


It ou ght to be kep t constantly in mind 
that Sou th Africa is not to be eq u ated 
with Angola, or Mozambiq u e, or the Con­ 
go, or Rhod esia. Sou th Africa is not now, 
and nev er has been, 
any nation’s 
“colony .” When black p ower became ir­ 
resistible in Angola and Mozambiq u e, 
the Portu gu ese cou ld go back to Por­ 
tu gal .As colonialism has d ep arted the 
African scene, we hav e seen Belgians, 
French and English p ack their bags and 
go home. No su ch cou rse of action is 
av ailable to the Sou th Africans: They are 
home. .And they w-ill fight with total com­ 
mitment to p reserv e the v alu es that are 
p reciou s to them. 


Let u s consid er ou r own history and be 
hu mble. Ou r black slav es were not seen 
in 1787 as hu man beings w’ith eq u al 
rights. They were merely “three-fifths of 
all other p ersons.” It was not u ntil 1870, 
after a terrible war, that they were giv en 
a right to v ote. It was not u ntil 19 6 5, ju st 
12 y ears ago, that the black p erson’s 
right to v ote in America took on mean­ 
ing. What a p resu mp tion it is - what a r­ 
rogance! — for ou r sp okesmen now to 
lectu re Sou th Africa ir\the v irtu es of p ar­ 
ticip atory d emocracy and majority ru le. 


Time, they say , is a riv er; and the 
metap hor tells u s that not all societies 
are borne along at the same sp eed . It has 
taken the United States 370 y ears to get 
where we hav e come from Jamestown, 
and we hav e had ev ery ad v antage of 
wealth, 
trad ition, 
homogeneity 
and 
grad u al assimilation that Prov id ence 
cou ld offer a p eop le. Where Sou th Africa 
is situ ated on the riv er, I cannot say ; bu t 
it is not where we are. 


Ou r p rincip al sp okesmen, Messrs. 
Carter, Mó nd ale and You ng, wou ld be 
well ad v ised to low'er their v oices and to 
restrain their rhetoric. Giv en a cooling- 
off p eriod of p atience and u nd erstand ing 
(and giv en a gratify ing ou tcome in a 
d omestic election), the Vorster gov ern­ 
ment may well relent. Some months ago, 
before ou r own reckless sp okesmen 
began p u ffing u p the fires of Soweto, a 
few of the more op p ressiv e asp ects of 
ap artheid were fad ing. There were 
hop efu l gestu res - more than gestu res 
- 
in 
sp orts, 
in em p loy ment, 
in 
d ip lomatic cu stoms. If we mind ou r own 
bu siness, for a change, p erhap s this 
mov ement can soon be restored , and the 
closed newsp ap ers brou ght back to 
ii<;p fu l lifp

Bionics his daily fare 


ST. LOUIS (AP) — Imagine a body with 
artificial limbs more lifelike and powerful 
than real ones, or with an eye that can see 
through stone walls, or with legs that can 
outrun an automobile. 
Imagine a bionic man. 
The Rev. Dr, Albert S. Moraczewski 
tries to imagine one almost daily. It’s part 
of his job as director of the Pope John 
X X III 
Medical-Moral 
Research 
and 
Education Center. For his efforts, he has 
been dubbed, by some, the “bionic priest.” 
His first word on the subject is one of 
caution. 
“There are tremendous difficulties with 
bionic limbs, a host of aggravations,” said 
the 58-year-old priest, who has a doctorate* 
in pharmacology. 


One of the biggest is the technology re­ 
quired to make bionics— the science of 
designing systems modeled after living 
organisms-practical and functional. Take 
a bionic hand, for example. Moraczewski 
said the problems read like an electri­ 
cian’s nightmare. 
He said one man who was fitted with one 
quickly gave it up after the batteries kept 
shorting out; then there were times when 
the motor burned up. There’s also the pro­ 
blem of strength, for Moraczewski said 
that a bionic hand only generates about 10 
to 20 pounds of pressure, which is very 
slight.

Illinois' prison an exam ple of a grow ing national problem

JOLIET, 111. (AP) - This is 
one of the places where they 
warehouse crime. 
This Is 
where they put away the worst 
of us to protect the rest of us. 
But the warehouse is brim 
full. 
In state after state, citizens 
and lawmakers have demand­ 
ed stiffer penalties, 
less 
parole, less probation, less 
plea bargaining, tougher and 
more professional police 
work. 
Fewer than half the serious 
crimes are solved, far fewer 
offenders than that end up in 
prison. 
A third of the 
criminals end up behind bars 
time and again. 
The stolid red brick building 
of the Illinois State Prison 
hides a digestive tract that is 
swollen beyond its concrete 
capacity. 
Three men are crammed in­ 
to a cell a little larger than a 
Ping-Pong table with triple 
tier bunks, a naked commode. 


There are z.ouu prisoners in a 
space meant for 1,500. 
The Stateville story repeats 
itself around the nation. There 
are 280,000 in America’s 
prisons, 250.000 more in jails, 
an increase of 200,000 over the 
past five years. Nearly one of 
400 Americans is behind bars, 
“ The criminal justice 
system is in chaos and moving 
from bad to worse,” says An­ 
thony Travisono. executive 
director of the American Cor­ 
rectional Association, 
Some experts in the 
criminal justice system would 
make punishment and arrest 
more certain. One. Norval 
Morris, dean of the University 
of Chicago law school, would 
limit police action to crimes of 
predation — murder, rape, 
robbery, aggravated assault, 
arson, burglary, stealing — to 
make the nniice more 
effective. 
But the nation’s prisons, 
where the buck stops, are in 
desperate shape. They are 
ripe for riot and rampage. 
“ We don't like to talk about 


it,” one prison expert says. 
“ But our job is to warehouse 
people.” 
South Carolina had 4,000 in­ 
mates in 1974, more than 7,000 
today. Michigan has more 
than 11,000 inmates in space 
designed for 5,000. Ohio, by ex­ 
pert estimates, has 3,000 more 
than it can properly supervise. 
It has 
13,000 prisoners. 
Georgia has 12,000 in space 
designed for 8,000. Maryland 
and Alabama are holding peo­ 
ple in city and county jails 
awaiting state prison space. 
The picture at Stateville 
speaks graphically for the na­ 
tion as a whole. 
Beyond the red brick en­ 
trance building is the prison 
proper, 
a circular main 
building, the rotunda, with 
satellite cell blocks radiating 
outward. 


To the right is Death Row. It 
serves as 
an orientation 
center for new prisoners. 
Prison officials have just 
reinstated one of its two elec­ 
tric chairs and five cells, 
should Illinois join other states 


in restoring the death penalty 
along Suprem e (’ourt 
guidelines. 
To the left is Cell Block B 
Its prisoners are dangerous to 
the guards, to other prisoners 
and to themselves. There is a 
continuous, angry din. The 
smell is a mixture of sweat, 
disinfectant and urine. 
“ Prison smell," assistant 
warden Nick Mellas explains. 
He draws the visitor under the 
shelter of the second tier 
balcony. 
“ They'll throw 
anything,” he says. One lunch 
tray of food is dropping down 
the opposite wall. 
The other side of Cell Block 
B 
is quieter. 
These are 
prisoners being investigated 
for crimes committed within 
the prison. 
Cell Block K is a story unto 
it.self. It’s the safekeeping 
block. These prisoners have 
asked to be locked away 24 
hours a day. Some have been 
raped. 
.Most have been 
brutalized by other prisoners. 
The fear is almost palpable. 
One babv-faced vouth tells

how he escaped rape the day 
before, “ They’re all getting 
younger,’’ Mellas says as he 
walks away. 
The young black wailing 
outside the prison barbershop 
is getting out 
tomorrow 
.Nothing will bring him back, 
he says, .Mellas asks how 
many times he has been in 
Stateville, 
The prisoner 
pretends not to understand. 
Finally he admits this is his 
second sentence for burglary. 
He has been back already 
Then he gives Mellas a 
course in prison mathematics. 
The first sentence was one to 
three years, but he was out in 
less than a year. The second 
sentence was one to two years, 
and he served 18 months. He 
found it more significant that 
the second sentence was 
lighter than the first, even 
though he had served more 
time. Again he pledged not to 
return, .Mellas walked away 
with a small sad smile. 
Unique by almost any stan­ 
dard is the Texas prison 
system. It operates on the 
wording of Texas law: 
per­ 
son committed to prison in 
Texas shall work. 
And work they do. Every 
prisoner spends his first five 
to eight months at work in the 
fields, where the Texas 
system produces 75 to 80 per­ 
cent of its own foodstuffs, in­ 
cluding all of its meat. 
By selling clothes and ser­ 
vices to other branches of 
government, 
the Texas 
system is self-sustaining. For 
instance, it repairs all school 
buses in the state. It operates 
its own construction firm. 
There is little undisciplined, 
u n s u p e r V i s e d 
time for 
prisoners. If a prisoner wants 
to pursue academic work, he 
must do it on his own time, 
after work. 
Texas’ prison system is 
jammed to the rafters, but one 
of its hallmarks in cleanliness. 
F^ach prisoner gets a bath and 
fresh clothes daily. Standards 
of hygiene are comparable to 
those of the miliitary in the 
195()s. says ,Jim Estelle, direc­ 
tor of prisons. 
The mammouth Texas 
system manages its 22,0(K) 
prisoners with a staff ratio of 
l-to-8, 
half the national 
average, but it has counted on­ 
ly 19 homicides within prison 
walls in the past five years, 19 
escapes two years ago, 13 last 
year and one up to September 
of this year - and that’s with 
5,000 prisoners working out­ 
side the wails on any given 
day. 
Nevertheless, aoout one in 
three discharged prisoners 
returns, about the national 
average. 
Texas prison authorities are 


host to a continual stream ol 
visitors from other slates look­ 
ing for their s(>cret 
Because its Df'partment of 
( orrections is autonomous, 
and becuu>e unions do not op­ 
pose the prisoner work pro­ 
gram. Texas is able to run its 
shops just like a business 
Texas is the only state which 
does not pay its prisoners. "In 
the other 49. inmates get 
anything Irom 10 cents to S2 50 
to S.") an hour. But in Texas you 
either live in an institution and 
work, or you go out on a farm 
and pick cotton," Travi.sono 
says. 
.Most prison experts agree 
that the old bastilh'. the walled 
prison containing thousands, 
works against itself. 
.Norman Uarlson. director of 
federal pri.sons, says, “ Our 
past attempts to deal with of­ 
fenders in prison has not been 
effective." 
He cites Norval Morris’ 
precept, "first of all do no 
harm; make sure the person 
doesn't come out worse than 
he went in, ’'t’ou just can't 
achieve that in a maximum 
security, 
bastille-type of 
pri.son.’’ 
It has led to a different con­ 
cept. like the federal correc- 


tional facility at Butner, .N.C. 
• It's safer, it’s humane, 
there's very little violence 
around the place,” 
says 
Uarlson. 
Butner looks more like a 
junior college campus. There 
are no bars on the windows, 
only an airplane-type of plex­ 
iglass that won’t shatter and 
can withstand massive blows. 
The buildings are white and 
low. Each has a recreational 
room with pool tables. 
Like all other prisons, 
Butner is overcrowded. One- 
man rooms are doubled up. 
Of the nearly 6.000 state, 
federal and local jails, prisons 
and detention centers in the 
United States, perhaps none is 
like Butner. It is an experi­ 
ment, one suggested by 
Uhicago law 
school dean 
.Morris. 
,\t present it has fewer than 
400 Inmates, It will ultimately 
have up to ,500. The only 
segregated part of the popula- 


tion is the psychiatric section, 
and these inmates are in­ 
tegrated with the rest as much 
as possible. 
The nugget of Butner’s in­ 
mate population 
is the 
research section. These are 
hardened criminals chosen by 
computer. They are on a pro­ 
gram of a half day of work and 
the other half of group discus­ 
sions and elected activities, 
often educational. 


If they don’t like it. they can 
transfer back to other federal 
institutions. So far the dropout 
rate is 18 percent, most of it 
because Butner so far has lit­ 
tle industry for inmates to 
earn money, 
and partly 
because there is no way for a 
prisoner to melt away with a 1- 
to-2 staff ratio. 


What amazes officials at 
Butner and elsewhere is that 
there have been no escapes, no 
serious assaults. The prison is 
nearly trouble free.

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A SPECIAL MESSAGE OF LOVE AND CARING 


I m mentally retarded,” said Mike Spencer after being introduced at 
Special Olympics by my daughter Eunice. “But,” he added, “please don’t call me handicapped.”

Many times over the years 1 have been 
asked to give a message of hope and opti­ 
mism concerning the mentally retarded. 
Only a parent who has known the anguish 
of hearing a doctor say, “Your baby is 
retarded," understands how desperate is 
the need to hear words of reassurance, to 
gain the knowledge that there is a place in 
the world for a tiny human being who must 
overcom e a grave handicap 
My daughter Rosem ary was such a 
child, and I was such a parent. At first. I 
had only faith to comfort me. There was 
nowhere to turn, nothing doctors could do 
or say. no medical or community resources 
to console or support us. 
But that was more than a half-century 
ago. Over the years much has happened 
to ease the loneliness and to sustain the 
confidence of families with special chil­ 
dren. And much has been accomplished in 
making a place for these children. 
It is hard to believe that only 3 0 years 
ago. when one of the founders of the As­ 
sociation for Retarded Citizens w'anted to 
place a notice in her local newspaper ask­ 
ing other parents of special children to get 
in touch with her. the editor refused to let 
her sign her nam e or include her address 
Mental retardation was considered a guilty 
secret to be wept over alone. 
Today ail that has changed. The Na­ 
tional Association for Retarded Citizens 
has more than 2 5 0 .0 0 0 members, with re­ 
presentation in every state Many of those 
members are the retarded themselves 
For. increasingly, we have learned that the 
great majority of the mentally retarded arc 
fully capable — within some limitations — 
of living happy and useful lives of work, 
play, love and responsibility. 
Much of what has happened to improve 
life for the retarded has com e about since 
my son Jack was President. Of all he did in 
his tragically few years in office, the focus 
of his Administration on the retarded may 
well have been his most lasting and mag­ 
nificent achievem ent. As he said in 1961. 
when he established the first Presidential 
panel 
on 
mental 
retardation 
in 
our 
country. "It is the emotional strain, the 
problems of adjustment, training, school­ 
ing and vocation — the attempts to make 
possible a full life for the child — that 
represent the major impact of retardation. 
Our goals should be to prevent retarda­ 
tion. Failing this, we must provide for the 
retarded child the same opportunity for full 
social developm ent that is the birthright of 
every American child ” 
The Am erican people, all of you. 
have responded generously and nobly to 
this call for equal opportunities for the re­ 
tarded. The many young people working 
in summer cam ps and community pro­ 
grams have especially dedicated them ­ 
selves to helping the retarded learn the 
skills of both work and play that were so 
long denied them.

But guaranteeing this birthright has not 
com e quickly or easily. As Dr 
Richard 
Masland. one of the great pioneers in the 
field, has said, “We make progress in m en­ 
tal retardation by many small advances 
across a broad front." 
Employment of the retarded, for exam ­ 
ple. has com e slowly. In the Federal Civil 
Service the rules had to be changed so that 
the retarded could be given a chance to 
prove what they could do — rather than 
be required to make a certain score on an 
intelligence test. Now thousands of the 
mentally retarded work for Federal, state 
and local governments. 
In thousands of com m unities the 
retarded now work in industry or in work­ 
shops where they can perform useful and 
constructive tasks under special supervi­ 
sion. 
1 stress the importance of work 
because through it we learn to value our­ 
selves most highly and to fashion a m ean­ 
ing and purpose for our lives. Even if it is 
only making candles or packaging parts for 
do-it-yourself kits, the dignity of work and 
the pride of accomplishment are possible 
for the great majority of our retarded citi­ 
zens. Private and public employers and la­ 
bor unions have becom e more enlightened 
than they were when Jack was President, 
but there still is a long way to go. 1 have 
been given assurances by many labor lead­ 
ers that we will continue to make advances 
until jobs are available to all the mentally 
retarded who can qualify for them. 
Just as important as the growing oppor­ 
tunities for work are the new laws that 
guarantee every special child and young 
adult the chance for an education equal to 
that of any other child. O ne new law — 


Public Law 94-142. passed by Congress 
last year — assures that every retarded 
person, even the very seriously handi­ 
capped. will receive the benefits of a public 
education tailored to his or her needs and 
abilities. That m eans that parents do not 
have to ruin themselves financially to send 
their children to special schools or to keep 
them in private institutions As Jack said 
16 years ago. “The grim struggle for sur­ 
vival does not allow us the luxury of wast­ 
ing our human resources." Now we are 
beginning to translate that important in­ 
sight into national practice 
W hen Public Law 94-142 was being 
debated, we found that, while it provided 
tor academ ic and vocational training, it did 
not include provision for physical educa­ 
tion. Since 1968, The Kennedy Founda­ 
tion, which my husband and I established, 
has sponsored an international program of 
physical fitness and sports competition 
called 
Special 
Olympics. 
More 
than 
6 5 0 .0 0 0 mentally retarded people take 
part in this program in every one of our 
states and 19 foreign countries. Special 
Olympics has taught us a great lesson: the 
more the mentally retarded build thei 
physical skills, the more they develop so 
cially 
and 
even 
intellectually. 
Thus 
because play and exercise have been pro 
ven to be so beneficial to the retarded 
equal access to physical education is in 
eluded in the law. 
Last year. The Kennedy Foundation 
started a new program of Internships in 
Recreation for Special Olympians who can 
qualify for jobs in the recreation field and 
whose communities will guarantee them a 
permanent position once their one-year in­ 


ternship is over. The first three Kennedy 
interns are now entering perm anent em ­ 
ployment. One of them . Mike Spencer, is 
going to teach swimming in the Danville. 
V a., Park and Recreation Department. He 
learned to swim in Special Olympics, and 
he learned to love people because he saw 
love all around him. 
At a meeting of Special Olympics, my 
daughter Eunice introduced Mike as “One 
of our handicapped interns." 
“I’m mentally retarded," Mike said with 
great dignity and firmness. “But please 
don’t call me handicapped” 
This. I think, sum s up beautifully 
the m essage 
I have for the parents, 
relatives, friends and neighbors of the 
mentally retarded We need no longer be 
afraid of this term as the description of a 
devastating and hopeless handicap. 
For millions of lively, interested, loving 
and active boys and girls and men and 
women we once comm itted to the oblivion 
of institutions, the doors are now open to 
most of what society offers to all of us. 
In the past 50 years I have seen the 
world com e to terms with its mentally 
retarded children, accept their human 
qualities and com e to know them as warm, 
tender, feeling human beings. 
Parents often ask me for consolation or 
advice, and I used to feel that the best 1 
could offer was a prayer of strength and 
courage, such as my own favorite, the 
“Meditation. ’ written by Jo h n Henry C ar­ 
dinal Newman. But now I feel confident 
that 1 can help sustain them with the reality 
of expectation, with the conviction that a 
life of many glowing possibilities is now- 
open to their special children. 
Yes. those fateful words, “your child is 
retarded, still darken our joy at the advent 
of a new life. But we have learned that the 
words mean almost nothing in them selves. 
We are all, in a sense, retarded. All of us 
fall short of the ideal. All of us are slow and 
awkward compared with others. 
A mind that is slow need no longer 
m ean a life that’s unfulfilled. A retard­ 
ed person need no longer depend on the 
whim of charity or the shelter of high walls. 
Now there are dedicated scientists, skilled 
teachers, 
just laws and 
understanding 
communities. True, much needs to be ac­ 
complished before mental retardation is 
eradicated But today there is a richness of 
life for the retarded who already are learn­ 
ing, 
playing, reading, painting, 
making 
poetry, loving, swimming, dancing, wor­ 
shipping, working. Yet. we must keep 
working and striving for all those who. like 
my daughter Rosemary, are retarded in 
mind but blessed in spirit. 
My vision is a world where mental retar­ 
dation will be overcom e, where we no 
longer mourn with mothers of retarded 
children but exult and rejoice with parents 
of healthy; happy youngsters. Then, and 
only then, can we say. in the words of St. 
Paul: “I have fought the good fight. 1 
have finished the course. 1 have 
kept the faith."

is another alternative. Then you 
can put away more whenever 
you can afford it. You might start 
saving 3 to 6 percent of your 
take-home pay. and you should 
have at least three months' salary 
in savings for emergencies 
If you re working, you're prob­ 
ably covered by a pension plan, 
right^ Wrong Hans P. Ziegler,

Company in New^ York City, 
notes. "Very few people realize 
that 50 percent of our total work 
force IS not covered by a pension 
plan " You should investigate 
ycur status by checking with your 
company personnel office 
If you're not already covered 
by a pension plan, consider an 
Individual Retirement Account, 
which IS available through most 
banks W'orkers may set aside up 
to 15 percent of their annua! 
salary or $1,500. whichever is 
•K-ss. and that money is exempt 
from current taxes Then, start­ 
ing at age 59Vz. you make with­ 
drawals at any rate you wish and 
are taxed only on the amounts 
you withdraw each year Be sure 
the money deposited will not be 
needed for emergencies. Should 
you need it before you reach

She’s been acting since age 8 and has won acclaim for stage, screen 
and TV performances, but her life as Mrs. John Astin comes first.

The acting Astins — John and 
his wife Patty Duke — are a 
talented pair as weil as a devoted 
couple and doting parents of a 
quintet of sons ranging in ages 
from 
18 to 4.

longed separations, the Astins 
have found a happy, workable 
solution: they work together as a 
team whenever possible. 
Currently, they are working 
solo.

Operation Pet 
ticoat. (Although he’s a stage and 
motion-picture actor, fans will 
remember him best for his TV 
work as the droopy-eyed Gomez 
Addams in the weirdo scries.

Patty 
doesn’t have pleasant memories 
of it. The hours were extremely 
long, and the trivia that made 
up many of the episodes she 
feels did not allow her to be 
creative.

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Twice divorced from show-busi­ 
ness people, she became the 
mother of a son, Sean Patrick, 
in 1971.

FLKTWOOD MAC: RQ>-HOT 
GROUP BURNS UP CHARTS 


This band’s electrifying album Rumours has just broken 
the record for number of weeks at the No. 1 spot.

One of the longest-standing records in music 
history was broken last m onth. The title had be­ 
longed to the king of rock himself, the late Elvis 
Presley: 20 weeks at the No. 1 spot for his album 
Blue Hawaii Ten years after Elvis’s triumph and 21 
weeks after their album becam e No. 1, the title 
went to a group nam ed Fleetwood Mac. Their 
chart-topping album, which has already sold more 
than four million copies, is called Rumours. 
The band dates back over 10 years, but num er­ 
ous personnel changes had m ade the group the re­ 
volving door of rock, leaving them without an 
identifiable sound. Last year, though, thanks to the 
addition of two Am ericans (guitarist Lindsay Buck­ 
ingham and sensuous singer Stevie Nicks) to the 
original British core of Mick Fleetwood (drums) 
and John and Christine McVie (bass and key­ 
boards respectively), Fleetwood Mac have finally 
m anaged to achieve their promise and have sold 
more than eight million albums over the past 18 
m onths. Their concert tours are now stadium sell­ 
outs, and, to crown it all. they garnered the three 
top honors (Best Album, Best Group and Rock 
Personalities of the Year) on TV’s Rock Awards. 
Mick Fleetwood, the group's founder, is also 
their manager, handling everyday professional re­ 
sponsibilities. It was Mick who approached John 
McVie to start Fleetwood Mac. John had recently 
learned to play bass “by taking the two top strings 
of a H ohner (six-string) guitar and playing bass on 
that” He had originally wanted to be a-trumpeter. 
Though completely confident about his music 
now, John does not com pose for the group and 
still feels “a little scared som etim es — you look up 
and say, ‘All these people — for us?” ' 
His wife, born Christine Perfect, was originally 
an art teacher, occasionally doing window design 
on London s fashionable Oxford Street. Her par­ 
ents had to force her to learn piano because she 
hated it. Now, though, she has written three giant 
hits for the band (’’Over My H ead.” “Say You 
Love Me ’ and “D on’t Stop’’), and her sultry glow 
is powerful yet provocatively vulnerable. 
The group's new-found accessibility also seems 
to owe a lot to last year’s additions. Lindsay Buck­ 
ingham, a guitarist of extrem e technical expertise, 
combines a gut-level feel for music with an atomic- 
energy source for expressing himself. His guitar 
solo rips regularly through the middle of his contri­ 
bution to the Rumours album, the scorching hit, 
“(You Can) Go Your Own Way” Then there’s 
vocalist Stevie Nicks, who. as the center spotlight’s 
closest friend, is often a swirl of chiffon portraying 
the dreafny Welsh witch Rhiannon from the hit 
song she wrote for the band earlier this year. “My 
songs are a rolling diary.’’ she says. “I’m a 
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Storyteller. I add a little, or take away.’’ For 
Stevie it began in high school. “1 fell madly 
in love with this guy. Then he went to Mex­ 
ico and I fell totally apart. I just sat down 
and wrote a song. It was terribly sad, terri­ 
bly emotional. It was a bummer, but it was 
a beginning.” 
Rumours and the preceding album, 
Fleetwood Mac. also recorded with the 
current lineup, have an energy and enthu­ 
siasm unm atched in rock. The songs on 
these albums have distinguished the new 


group not only from their earlier incarna­ 
tions but also from every other band. 
Soon Fleetwood Mac again will be criss­ 
crossing the country on tour. And while we 
await the band’s new est release, we can 
only guess at the direction the group will 
take. “We can't really say where we re go­ 
ing,’ 
says Lindsay, “because ideawisc. 
w e’re always a little ahead of ourselves, 
which is the best creative situation a band 
can be in."

The Therapist’s Art 


A picture can be worth a thousand words 
— at least when it's one painted by a pa­ 
tient in therapy and is being used by a psy­ 
chiatrist or specially trained art therapist. 
The art work can be used as a diagnostic 
tool to help detect a patient's problems; as 
an aid to therapy, functioning as a spring­ 
board to discussion in the same way that a 
dream might: and as a means of evaluat 
ing the patient's response to treatment. 
"Art therapy is especially valuable with 
those who have difficulty discussing their 
emotions, and also with children," says Dr. 
Irene Jakab, a prof. of clinical psvchiatry at 
the Univ of Pittsburgh. Dr. Jakab. who 
recently organized an exhibition of art from 
11 countries and 5 states for an interna­ 
tional psychiatric convention, says that the 
‘ style, content and colors of the picture are 
all important. "The content shows what is 
on the patient s mind, while the colors sug­ 
gest the type of feeling and intensity," says 
Dr Jakab For instance, strong colors such 
as reds, yellows and oranges, are often used 
by aggressive people, and browm. purples 
and grays are usually used by the d e ­ 
pressed. The picture above was painted by 
a Finnisn w'oman nearing the end of her 
psychotherapy, and the smiling figure in a 
cheerful setting reflects the patient's recon­ 
ciliation to her problem

Many people get wood 
from, places like sawmills and lumber com ­ 
panies. but did you ever think of looking in 
dumps and landfills? Sometimes as much 
as 30% of the debris in dumps consists of 
reusable wood fibers. Most wood w'on't 
burn 
if 
it’s freshly 
cut. 
so purchase 
reasonably dry or seasoned wood. Better 
yet.^ buy wood several months before 
you 11 use it. Softwoods, like pine, spruce 
and fir, catch fire easily and burn rapidly 
with a hot flame, so they’re a good choice 
for a quick-w'arming fire. If you want a 
long-lasting fire, try hardwoods, such as 
ash. beech, birch, maple and oak. Re­ 
member to make sure the room is well 
ventilated, the damper open and the flue 
unobstructed before lighting the fire as 
poor ventilation will cause the fire to 
smoke. And be sure to place a screen in 
front of your grate to catch sparks For 
more fireplace tips, take a look at the 
Government booklet Firew ood for Your 
Fireplace.
